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Race is there no obstacle to citizenship ; and this large and ever- 
increasing foreign element, though it may leave untouched 
her democratic institutions, is gradually and not beneficially 
modifying the manners and sentiments of the population. 
For the present the negroes are, in the main, a distinct race 
in America; but, now that they are free citizens, and are 
working their way upwards in the social scale, and as the 
colour prejudice dies away, the barrier may in process of time 
be broken down. No such obstacles prevent the absorption 
of Europeans into the great Western nation. A generation 


or two suffices to obliterate the national peculiarities of the | 


Irish and German immigrant, and the process of assimilation 
is always going on. 

But the American Goshen is tempting adventurers from 
Asia as well as from Europe. While the Irish are crowding 
into the Atlantic States, China is pouring its redundant 
population into California, on the Pacific coast. Since 1861 
the tide of coolie labourers has been setting in, and some 60,000 
industrious Chinese are now settled in the “ Golden State.” 
The Californians have at length taken alarm at this Asiatic 
invasion of their territory. Though the immigrants are 
allowed to be a peaceful, industrious, frugal, and law-abiding 
people, who work the mines of California, require moderate 
wages, and live cheaply, they are obnoxious to the Europeans 
because they “ underbid the white labourers, and set up their 
idols in a Christian land.” As the Chinese increase in 
California they are the objects of increasing popular dislike. 
A heavy tax has been levied on their importation, though it 
has not sufficed to keepthem out; they are beaten and stoned 
in the streets of San Francisco, the authorities being power- 
less to protect them; and a recent Democratic Convention in 
the State has decided to make the exclusion of Chinese 
labourers a “plank’’ in their party “platform.” Senator 
Casserly tells his fellow-citizens that the importation of 
Chinese into California must be stopped at all hazards, and 
the resolution is applauded by the Californian Democracy. 

The task of excluding the industrious Celestial, however, 
is by no means an easy one. The capitalists of California 
demand free trade in labour. In that State there are mines 
deserted, machinery stopped, railroads incomplete, and fac- 
tories silent because the owners cannot afford to run them at 
present prices. ‘“ The question is,’ says the New York Times, 
“ whether this state of things will go on, when, despite a fine 
of 5dols. a head on every Chinaman who crosses the Pacific, 
and another extra fine of 5 dols. on him if he ventures to work 
in the mines, nevertheless, Chinese labour pours into the 
country, and sometimes does better work, at half the price, 
than the sort of labour it displaces.’’ But a still more serious 
difficulty impends. The Southern planters have cast a long- 
ing eye on the discredited Chinese labourers of California. An 
astute Dutchman has started the scheme of working the cotton, 
sugar, and rice plantations of the Gulf States by means of 
coolie hands, and “ Koopmanschaap is the American hero 
of the hour.”” This speculative gentleman proposes to import 
100,000 coolies a year; a convention of Southern repre- 
sentatives held at Memphis has eagerly indorsed the idea; 
a “Chinese Southern Emigration Company,” with a capita! 
of a million dollars, to be increased as necessity requires, has 
been formed to carry it into effect; and, according to a 
cable telegram, the great proprietors of Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Louisiana have actually contracted for 50,000 Celestials 
to begin with. The press of the Southern States is 
enchanted with a device which, it is hoped, will make 
the planters independent of the negro freedmen, restore 
the era of large and productive crops, and recover the 
supremacy of American cotton. We donot want “Caucasian 
labour,” was the remark of the Hon. J. W. Clapp, at 
the Memphis convention. “These European immigrants who 
come here want to get a little piece of land and cultivate it 
themselves ; they want to go in on their own hook. You 
do not want this sort of labour, but you want that which 
you can control and manage to some extent, as of old. The 


cultivate them themselves, and to be able to feel, when they 
look at their fields, that they are monarchs of all they survey.” 

It is evident from the drift of this extract that the 
energetic Dutchman who started the Chinese emigration 
scheme has raised a question of gigantic importance as affect- 
ing the social and political relations of the American Union. 
In that light the Northern press regard it. They have dis- 
covered an Act of Congress, passed in 1862, which was thought 
to prohibit such a traffic. But that law, it is found, applies 
only to Chinese coolies shipped in American vessels “to 
any foreign country,” and had special reference to the 
conveyance of Chinese as slaves to Cuba or the guano 
islands. No legal obstacle, therefore, stands in the 
way of Mr. Koopmanschaap and his Southern friends. 
But it is evident that the question will not be dis- 
posed of on considerations arising out of mere abstract right, 
or the advantages of cheap labour. The New York Post 
says that it is merely a revival of the “ system of slave labour, 
which has been the curse of the Southern States, and the 
cause, the only cause, that they are less populous and that 
their people are less wealthy and prosperous than the region 
further north.” And one outspoken Southern journal, the 
Mobile Register, opposes the importation of coolies, on the 
ground that “they will not only drive the negroes in 
America into abject pauperism, but will enter into successful 
competition with all kinds of white labour, and take the 
bread out of the mouths of our kinsfolk.” 

The subject is being keenly discussed in all its bearings by 
the American papers. If there should be a general concur- 
rence of opinion in the North that the scheme is adapted to 
promote the interests of the large planters at the expense of 
the rest of the community, to frustrate the division of the soil 
in the Southern States and the creation of small freeholders, 
to destroy the fruits of emancipation, and especially to intro- 
duce fresh and serious complications into the social and poli- 





tical condition of the American -people; the principle of free 
trade in labour will have to be subordinated to questions of 
State policy. We cannot imagine that our American cousins, 
any more than ourselves, would allow a hundred thousand or 
half a million of Asiatic Pagans, of a single sex, filthy, 
brutal, and degraded in their habits, to be introduced 
into the heart of their country, without a full discus- 
sion of its probable results not only on the labour market 
and the price of cotton, but on the well-being of 
society. Congress does not meet till December, and Mr. 
Koopmanschaap proposes to commence his immigration enter- 
prise in October. The Government, however, already show 
unmistakable signs of hostility to his scheme. On the one 
hand, the recent treaty with China makes it a penal offence 
to deport the subjects of the Emperor “ without their free and 
voluntary consent;" and, on the other, the collector of 
Customs at New Orleans, on applying for instructions on the 
subject, has been directed to use all vigilance in the suppres- 
sion of what the Secretary of the Treasury ventures to stig- 
matise as “ a new modification of the slave trade.” Weare thus 
spared all speculation as to what might be the consequences 
of introducing some thousands of Chinese into the United 
States with a view to restore the prosperity of the South. Mr. 
Koopmanschaap’s notable enterprise will be either frustrated 
by formidable restrictions or put down by authority, and the 
planters of the cotton States will have to content themselves 
with the labour of free negroes and European immigrants to 
develop anew the resources of their estates. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Aug. 12. 
The Senate has nominated a Commission, composed of ten of its 
members, whom it has charged with examining the project of the 
Senatus Consultum, and who meet every day, under the presidency 
of M. Rouher. It is reported that numerous amendments are likely 
to be brought before the Commission, though, as yet, the only one 
of which formal notice has been given is that prepared by Baron 
Bremer, who demands that the President chosen by the Corps 
Législatif shall be submitted to the approbation of the Emperor and 
duly take the oath of allegiance before entering upon his functions, 
hance are afloat respecting an approaching reconciliation 
between M. Rouher and the chief of the Tiers-Parti, M. Emile 
Ollivier, to effect which, it is said, the Minister of the Interior, 
M. Forcade de la Roquette, has been lately busying himself. It is 
thought that this junction will have the effect of rallying the old 
majority of the Chamber, dissatisfied at having been abandoned by 
its leader, by conciliating the Tiers-Parti through the elevation of 
one of its most distinguished members to power. Should this 
combination be brought about, the downfall of M. Magne and M. 
Schneider may be predicted asa matter of course. It is commonly 
understood that, in any case, the President of the Corps 
Législatif will resign his functions, but only after having 
made his presentation of aspirants to be decorated with the 
Legion of Honour for the approaching 15th. The Emperor, it 
seems, is already engaged in signing the decrees of nomination, 
invariably so numerous on this occasion. It is understood to have 
been decided at a council of Ministers that the session of the 
Conseils-Généraux is not to commence until the 30thinst. The 
vacations of the Council of State, which last for a couple of months, 
are appointed to commence on the 15th. 
Great efforts are making to render the annual fétes, which take 
place on Sunday next, more splendid than they have been on any 
revious occasion, for on this day, according to the high-flown 
nguage of the Minister of Justice and Religion, in the circular 
addressed by him to the clergy of all denominations throughout the 
empire, ‘‘ France will be called upon to celebrate this religious and

SPAIN.

In consa- 
quence of a fresh Carlist conspiracy being discovered in Madrid, 
numerous persons have beer arrested, among whom are seventeen

Shurch have also been taken into custody. Balenzaequi, the leader 
of the Carlist band in Leon, has been shot, by order of the sergeant 
who had arrested him. A Carlist band in Catalonia has been dis- 
persed by the Government troops and nine of the insurgents killed. 

It is stated that negotiations are still pending for the purchase 
of Cuba by the United States Government. According to the 
Imparcial of Madrid, reinforcements to the extent of 20,000 men 
are to be sent to Cuba next month. A despatch from Cuba states 
that the rebels have, according to their own accounts, 6000 well- 
armed men in the field, besides a number of guerrilla bands; while 
the Government has at its disposal 32,000 effective regular troops, 
besides 4000 volunteers, 

GERMANY. 


A despatch from the Prussian Minister of Foreign Affairs to the 
Am or of Prussia at Vienna has been published in the German 
em It replies to a statement made by Count Beust that a 
despatch he had written on the Franco-Belgian question had been 
regarded by the Berlin Cabinet as an unfriendly proceeding towards 
Prussia. ‘* Your Excellency has already assured Count Beust,’’ says 
the Prussian Minister, ‘‘that you knew nothing whatever of any 
complaint having been made such as was ascri tous; and I may 
add, by way of corroboration, that Count Beust must have been 
misled by some misunderstanding, as we never had occasion to 
express any opinion whatever about this despatch, which, though 
much discussed by the public journals, had not been communicated 
to us by the Cabinet of Vienna.’’ Referring at some length to a 
complaint of Count Beust, that on two occasions the Prussian 
Government had made known to a third party a communication 
received from another Cabinet, the Minister says that Prussia does 
not acknowledge the right of anyone “ to assume the office of censor 
in such matters.’’ 

After the termination of the September manceuvres of the North 
German federal army, all the soldiers who have entered into active 
service in the autumn of 1866 will be dismissed to the reserve. 
Besides this, fifteen to twenty men per company of the class of 1867 
are to obtain unlimited leave of absence. This indulgence is to be 
shown more particularly to such of the military as have distinguished 
themselves by good conduct and dexterity in the exercise, so that 
when dismissed they will have remained no longer than twenty-one 
or twenty-two months in actual service. As the new recraits for 
the infantry have not to present themselves before the middle of 
December next, only those of 1868 and a of those of 1867 will 
be really under arms from the middle of September till the middle 
of December, which (says the North German Correspondent) is a 
convincing proof that in Berlin no one believes in the possibility of 
a disturbance of the peace of Europe. 

The Oberkirchenrath, the highest ecclesiastical authority of 
Protestant Church in Prussia, has summoned extraordinary pro- 
vincial synods for the eastern provinces of the kingdom, in which 
the lay element will be largely represented. The synods of the 
various districts are to elect two, or in some cases four, repre- 
sentatives before Sept. 15 next. The provincial meetings will be 
opened by the General Superintendent of the Province, and will 
then proceed to choose a president and two vice-presidents, one of 
whom may bea layman. These three will together form a kind of 
directorial board. The principal subject of discussion will be some 
reforms in the constitution of the Church, and the sittings will last 
from two to three weeks, 

The ratifications of the treaty of commerce between Switzerland 
and the Zollverein were exchanged on Saturday, at Berlin. The 
convention will take effect from Sept. 1. Practically, the whole of 
Central Europe is, for purposes of trade, fast becoming one country, 

AUSTRO-HUNGARY. 

At the sitting of the Reichsrath Delegation at Vienna, on 
Monday, an important discussion took place.on the foreign relations 
of Austria, in the course of which Count Beust observed that in France 
Austria has always found a good friend; and, moreover, it was a 
question whether Germany could help Austria if she would, Several 
speakers expressed themselves strongly in favour of a conciliatory 
policy both towards both Prussia and Rome; and Count Beust 
remarked, in conclusion, that “‘the policy of Austria was one of 
alliance, not abroad, but at home.’’ 

In Tuesday’s sitting of the Reichsrath Count Beust strenuously 
opposed a proposal to abolish the Legations in the smaller German 
States and to maintain a Chargé-d’ Affaires at Rome instead of an 
Ambassador. Count Beust added that the decided reply made by 
the Austrian Government to the last Papal Allocution had led toa 
better understanding at Rome. The proposal to reduce the Embassy 
was negatived. 

The Reichsrath Delegation concluded, on Wednesday, the dis- 
cussion of the Estimates of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs and 
Finance, which were agreed to in accordance with the committee's 
report.

The Session of 1869 has been closed by a Royal Message, the 
cumgueiiion of which seems to make it clear that the eloquent 
pen of the Premier had little to do with the preparation 
of the record. Without hypercriticism, we may fairly say 
not only that a certain courtly grace of expression is expected 
in a State document, but that, upon the present occasion, 








reference to the most remarkable legislation of our time 
should have been made in language somewhat worthy of the 
achievement. We allow due force to the argument that a 
large number of the Queen's subjects fail to see the wisdom 
of that legislation; but, so far from finding in this fact a 
justification of platitudes, we think that it offered a strong 
reason why “the verdict of the nation” should have been 
stated in terms that might hereafter have been used as a text. 
That mention of the suspension of American negotiation has 
been made in phrases that excite a smile is a smaller failing, 
and we dismiss the manner of the Speech and glance at its 
matter. 

The address at the opening of the Session was delivered 
on Feb. 16, and it very properly noticed the great enfranchise- 
ment which had taken place, as investing the proceedings of 
the new Parliament with a special interest. We think that 
the nation generally will allow that the character of the House 
of Commons has not suffered by the infusion of the popular 
element, and that in the list of measures to which the Royal 
Speech of Tuesday refers there can be found nothing—save 
the one great act to which the House was pledged—that can 
be described as of a non-conservative nature. Of the Irish 
Act we have said enough, and Mr. Disraeli has also said 
enough in silencing the final murmurs of his supporters, by 
declaring the compromise as a wise, well-considered, and 
conciliatory arrangement. A Minister praising the Govern- 
ment bill could have scarcely used words of higher praise. 
But if we examine the rest of the work that has been done, 
taking the Speech as the catalogue, we shall find that it has 
all been in the direction of the wisest kind of conservatism— 
that which repairs, restores, improves, strengthens. 

A practical grievance, calculated to irritate thousands, 
without any compensating advantage, has been done away by 
the Assessed Rating Act; and it will be remembered that this 
was not seriously opposed even by the authors of the system 
which has been quietly done away. The interests of trade are 
held to have been materially served by the reform in our 
absurd bankruptcy system and the conferring on the two 
authorities most competent to deal with the subject the power 
to construct a rational kind of machinery for preserving the 
rights of creditors without ruin to debtors. The abolition of 
imprisonment for debt, coupled with the retention of imprison- 
ment for fraud, has for years been the aim of the best lawyers 
of both parties, and the object appears to have been satis- 
factorily attained by the measure to which the Speech 
refers. We need not bestow many words upon the 

indowed Schools Act, for few are now left who are 
incapable of seeing that the better and the more easily 
attained is education, the more is done in the interest 
of order and law; and we cordially hail the willingness with

The 
Habitual Criminals Act is eminently protective, and has been 
devised in behalf of life and property; and we are glad to see 
that one of the ablest and most fearless of our magistrates has 
lost no time in addressing a solemn warning to the ruffianly 
class, and has expounded the tremendous severity of the 
punishment which the law is now armed to inflict. The Act 
in regard to cattle is another interference in favour of pro- 
perty, and requires no comment; the repeal of the fire- 
insurance duty points out a directly conservative course to the 
house-owner and to the occupier; and the removal of the corn 
duty is another step towards the extension of industry and 
commerce, which mean peace and security. The creation of 
a new system of general intercourse by means of the telegraph, 
a system not very happily described as a “‘sequel”’ to cheap 
postage, is a national boon the value of which we are at 
present unable duly to appreciate ; but its greatness will be felt 
in a couple of years, when an expression of national gratitude 
will assuredly be made. 

There ends the inventory of legislation ; but the thanks of 
the Queen for the liberal supplies, and for having been enabled 
at once to liquidate the charge of the Abyssinian expedition, 
bid us recur to the speech of February, and we there find a 
promise that the Estimates should show a diminished charge 
upon the industry of the country. That this promise was 
fulfilled we all know, and competent judges affirm that it has 
been kept without detriment to the welfare of the services 
whose expenditure has been economised. If these two con- 
ditions have been fulfilled, and money has been saved without 
injury to effectiveness, we are at a loss to imagine a course 
more directly in accordance with prudence. The House of 
Commons has not shown impatience to cut down taxation, or 


| to perform any clap-trap operation in order to obtain the 


plaudit of ignorance ; but, having listened to the engagement 
made by the Executive that a diminution of charge should 
take place, has supported the departments in fulfilling that 
We will not here discuss the device of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, by which a surplus is produced by the 
simple expedient of anticipating revenue. We may not place 
it among the achievements of high finance; but it was 
received by high financiers with an indulgence that shows 
their opinion of its harmlessness to a nation like England. 

Thus it will be seen that a Reformed House of Commons, 
so far from doing anything to justify the fears of those who 
made the leap in the dark, has been singularly and uniformly 
Conservative thus far. We cannot reasonably find fault with 
an assembly that has laboured so hard and so long that it has 
not yet grappled with far greater social questions than those 
which have occupied it. It has done much—very much. 
Pauperism, Emigration, Education, have had to stand over, the 
two former subjects almost entirely (though we do not forget 
an effort to improve pauper arrangements), the last having 
been treated only with regard to the richer classes. It is not 
too early to say, however, that these topics must be taken up 
in the next Session, and that however important it may seem 
to the Government to carry another Irish measure, for the 
quieting those who hold strange traditions as to rights in 
land, that plan for further cherishing the sympathies of an 
affectionate people cannot be allowed to wallow like a vast whale 
through the current of the Session and force all else into nooks 
and corners. We must have imperial as well as provincial legis- 
lation, and we must have provincial legislation which is not 
Irish. The youth of England, of Wales, of Scotland, have 
their rights, and their interests must be considered; and the 
poor of the three provinces, whether requiring wisely-bestowed 
aid at home, or the means of transferring their labour to less 
crowded regions, must also receive an adequate share of the 
attention of an Imperial Parliament. The real rights of 
women—we do not refer, of course, to fancy grievances—must 
be recognised. Our colonies, especially India, all demand far 
more respect than we have been able to show them in excep- 
tional circumstances. The policy of non-interference with 
other nations seems to have produced a total indifference to 
their proceedings ; and though this may work well, if ignobly, 
it is scarcely in accord with the character of a British Parlia- 
ment that not a single debate in recognition that there are 
such things as Foreign Affairs should have occurred—though 
two European revolutions have happened and an Eastern 
question been menaced. However, as Mr. Bruce said, “ex- 
hausted nature now feels itself unable to take an interest in 
anything,” and we gladly commend our statesmen to a well- 
earned holiday.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


It is stated by persons of research that more than a hundred years 
have elapsed since the House of Commons sat for as many hours as | 
they devoted to hard work in the penultimate week of the Session | 
which has just come toaclose. There was a literal fulfilment of 
that anacreontique the burden of which is that home would not be 
attained until daylight did appear. Three o'clock in the morning | 
was the normal time of adjournment, and on the Friday of that 
week the same members continued in their egg with a short 
interval for restoration, from two o'clock one day to four the next 
morning, and duly reappeared at twelve o'clock on the same day, 
and that da Bom 99 which was forced into the account 
for the week. And all this for nothing; inasmuch as 
the measure on which so much time, so much tongue-fight, and 
so much physical labour was bestowed, was, when made by the 
Commons, by a breath of the Peers unmade. Curious, but true, that 
in due time on Monday the Scottish Education Bill was perfected 
by the Lower House; was bidden farewell to by the Lord Advocate, 
who, in tones tremulous from emotion or fatigue, as it might be, 
uttered a ‘‘ Nunc dimittis;’’ and, embalmed in the blessings of Mr. 
Bruce, winged its way to the Upper Chamber. There, on 
the very threshold, it was met by Lord Redesdale, who has 
a taste for blocking bills in the moment of their pro- 
jection into law, who signified that, whereas the Peers had 
committed a measure, their own offspring, to be dry-nursed 
by the Commons, they had sent back a child which its pro- 
genitors could not recognise, and which, forsooth, must be a 
changeling. Thus it came about that the Opposition “‘ whip”’ 
cracked loudly, the telegraph put girdles round the earth, and steam 
and water—by means of yachts—and, as it almost seemed, the air, 
wafted back the Tory peers ; and, when the Duke of Argyll came 
to present the measure for formal signing and sealing, there 
appeared a grim and silent force of fifty-voting power, 
which with cool malignity cast it headlong into the limbo 
of abortive bills. Sothe Duke of Argyll was made furious, and 
the Lord Advocate was left lamenting, and Lord Elcho was ina 
state of sardonic joy, and the member for Ayr flapped and rolled 
about, after the manner of certain uncouth fishes when they are 
disporting themselves on the crests of the waves; and Scotland, 
which has, contrary to all former boasting, been discovered to be 
totally without education in a national sense, is to be left without 
due administration of universal draughts of the “‘ humanities’’ for 
at least two years more. 

It has been noticeable that during the enforced absence of Mr. | 
Gladstone the Ministerial members have been waxing independent, 
which, being interpreted, means insolent. They have set at naught Mr. 
Bruce's leadership, and carped, and criticised, and divided against 
the Government with remarkable persistency. Something of this | 
may have induced the Prime Minister to come down on a day last 
week, when he ought to have been inhaling the iodine of the ocean | 
in that quiet castle by the sea to which he has at length retired. 
He looked pale, haggard, and oh! so feeble, as he leaned on a stick, 
the hand which grasped it trembling until the support itself 
quivered again. With a will he set about to —, and to argue, 
and to arrange one bill; and this he got through. But anon, when | 
he went on to press another measure against the tough 
and high-dried carping of such Parliamentary casuists as 
Mr. Sinclair Aytoun, and he had to put out energy in order 
to make his argumentation penetrable, he fairly gave way; and, 
though he did not break down ray he became silent, and pre- 
sently disappeared, and since then his place in the House has 
known him no more. It may be a little out of order here, but it 
may as well be said somewhere, that Mr. Disraeli, who had vanished 
from the ‘‘scene he loves so well,”’ suddenly reappeared at one 
morning sitting—fresh, ‘trim as a bridegroom,’’ and evi- 
dently intent on such a demonstration as was possible at | 
that time of the Session. Accordingly, he was soon found | 
to be entering a protest against the carrying on of the 
Government in the matter of the Scotch Education Bill, and, 
in tones of mock sympathy, urged that the House, in “the sad | 
absence ’’ of its prime leader, should partake of his wisdom in the 
shape of a quotation from ‘“‘ Hansard,’’ which went to show that | 
Mr. Gladstone, when he was hanging on the flank of Lord 
Palmerston’s Government, declared that on July 23 it was uncon- 
stitutional to press on a bill which provided for the retirement of 
two Bishops; and yet, added the leader of the Opposition, here, in 
August and with the Appropriation Bill passed, you are legislating 
on such a ‘‘ kittle’’ subject as the improvement of the education 
of the most educated a upon earth.

Mr. Disraeli 
characterised the conduct of the Government in regard to this 
measure as incoherent, vacillating, and diametrically opposed 
to their own declarations on important points. hey had 
been continually altering and reprinting the bill, and at the fag 
end of the Session it was impossible to give it the attention due to 
so serious a subject. He blamed the hole-and-corner system, 
something like a select vestry, on which the Scotch mombers con- 
ducted their business. Mr. Henley remarked that the Government 
in this matter had done all they could to bring legislation into 
contempt. The Lord Advocate and Mr. Bright defended the 
Government. They had done the best they could, Mr. Bright said, 
under the pressure of tremendous business, and during one of the 
heaviest Sessions that had ever occurred, to proceed with the 
measure ; and he appealed to hon. gentlemen opposite not to meet 
it with what he must call factious and party opposition. [Lord 
Elcho: Not party.] Then he would withdraw the word party; 
but it was an opposition to a bill which they did not condemn, and 
which was almost unanimously approved by the representatives of 
Scotland. No doubt the attendance of members was just now 
diminished ; but in truth the House was so numerous that unless 
three-fourths of the members went away at the end of the Session, 
he believed scarcely any legislation would be accomplished. Ona 
division the motion to report progress was defeated by 99 to 27. 
Clauses up to 46 were then disposed of, and, returning to the bill 
after midnight, the House contrived, by sitting till four o’clock in 
the morning, to get to the end of it.

The public, however, seemed 
desirous of having it, and he presumed their taste in the matter 
must be gratified. Since the a 1850 ninety-eight million 
soverei, had been coined, of which forty-four had erase’ 
either by being exported, lost at sea, melted down, or otherwise 
disposed of.

UNION PACIFIC RAILWAY OF AMERICA. 


SHERMAN STATION, 


She: Wyoming Territory, is the highest point attained 
by the Pacific Railway, on its whole course from ocean to 
ocean. Fifteen months ago nothing but bare hills and crags 
marked.the spot. Now there is a little town, containing a 
large machine-shop, a ‘‘ Wells Fargo’s express office,’ news- 
paper-shops, and even a millinery store. Its two hotels, of 
shingle, are of a rough kind, but good meals are to be obtained 
in them. Our Illustration of Sherman, from a sketch by Mr. 
Whymper, is the first that has been published of the place, 
‘Wyoming is to include parts of Dacotah, Utah, Colorado, &c. 
The embryo town of Sherman is 8262 ft. above the sea, yet the 
ascent to it from the Missouri River, a distance of 549 miles, is 
made with the greatest ease. The grades never exceed 90 ft. 
to the mile, while for the larger part of the distance it is not 
over 30 ft. to the mile. 


SKULL ROCK, DALE CREEK. 


Three miles south of the Union Pacific Company’s bridge 
at Dale Creek is a very peculiar mass of rock, having several 
outlying boulders, a om | resembling skulls. The rock is 
red granite, and rises to a height of 300ft. This illustration 
is taken from the excellent series of photographs by Captain 
Russell, artist to the Union Pacific Railway. 

THE WEBER VALLEY TUNNEL. 

The Weber Valley and Canon Utah is the very gateway 
into Mormondom, and our Illustration derives some additional 
interest from the fact that the contractors for this work were 
no less persons than President Brigham Young and Bishop 
Sharp. The bluff through which the tunnel passes (it is now 
open, and trains run through it) is of trap rock, quartz, and 
iimesvone, and rises 300 ft. above the roadway. This tunnel 
is not very long—about 500 ft.—but there are two others in 
the same district of a greater length, which were not open 
when our Correspondent passed over the road. To get round 
the bluffs, temporary tracks were constructed, some parts of 
them very dangerous, round which the trains passed at a 
snail’s pace.

NEW DRINKING-FOUNTAIN 
IN REGENT’S PARK. 


The fountain which stood in the Broad Walk, Regent’s Park, 
near the Zoological Society’s Gardens, has been replaced by a 
new one, the gift of Mr. Cowasjee Jehangheer Ready-Money, 
a wealthy Parsee. As was mentioned in our last number, 
this fountain was opened by Princess Teck, on Monday week, 
in the presence of a large number of ladies and gentlemen. 
Among those present were Prince Teck, the Nawab of Bengal 
and his two sons; two Parsee gentlemen, friends of the 
donor; Mr. Willis, of the firm of Forbes and Co., of Bombay, 
the donor’s representative; Lord Beaumont, Madame Bunsen, 
Miss Burdett Coutts; the Right Hon. A. H. Layard, M.P., 
and Mrs. Layard; the Right Hon. W. Cowper, M.P.; the 
Hon. A. Kinnaird, M.P.; Mr. C. Buxton, M.P.; Dr. Aldis; 
Mr. Lee, Secretary to the Metropolitan Drinking-Fountain 
Association; Mr. R. Kevile, the designer of the fountain; 
and Mr. H. Ross, the executant of the works. Mr. Cowper 
read an address which explained at whose cost the fountain 
had been erected; and Mr. Kinnaird then presented to her 
Royal Highness, on the part of Earl Grosvenor (whose absence 
from town prevented him from doing so himself) an ancient 
silver goblet, expressing a hope that her Royal Highness 
would retain it as a memento of the ceremony. The 
Princes: having received the goblet, proceeded with it 
to the fountain, drank of the water, and declared the 
fountain open. 

The structure, from base to summit, stands 22ft., and is 
composed chiefly of Sicilian marble, intermixed with ser- 
pentine and polished red Aberdeen granite. It is reached by 
three massive granite steps of sexagon form, the basement of 
the fountain being quadrangular, facing east, west, north, 
and south. There are four fountains, each falling from the 
centre of a lily flower into a large font-like looking basin, con- 
structed of polished red Aberdeen granite, resting upon pillars, 
and from each corner of the square tower springs a pediment ; 
whilst the centre is of spiral form, beautifully sculptured, 
with appropriate designs represcnting water flowers of 
various descriptions, surmounted at the apex with a group 
representing the lotus. The principal front, facing the 
south, has-a brass tablet, bearing the following inscrip- 
tion :—‘‘ This fountain, erected by the Metropolitan Drinking- 
Fountain and Cattle-Trough Association, is the gift of the 
Cowasjee Jehangheer Ready-Money, eam meg of the Star of 
India, a wealthy Parsee gentleman of Bombay, for the protection 
enjoyed by him and his Parsee fellow-countrymen under British 
rule in India.’’ Above this panel is a sculptured head repre- 
senting the benevolent donor, wearing his Parsee cap, the face being 
unmistakably Oriental. On the western front is the portrait of the 
Queen, the panel beneath being elaborately ch with flowers 
bearing in the centre the Royal monogram V.R. and the Imperial 
crown. On the opposite side, facing east, ina corresponding position 
to the portrait of her Majesty, is that of the Prince Consort, the 
entablature underneath being filled in with a fine picce of sculpture 
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| representing the Indian lion in the midst of a jungle. The northern 
frontage is useful as well as ornamental, as in the centre of 
the tower there is a gilt-faced clock. Beneath this, in the entabla- 
ture corresponding to that of the African lion, is a fine 
sculptured representation of the Brahmin bull, also in the midst of 
its native foliage. The pediments at the angles are surmoun 
with representations of small palms and other flowers. The 
principal block of marble, forming a portion of the base of the 
fountain, weighs nearly four tons, and the entire weight of marble 
used in the construction of the fountain is ten tons, and granite 
about four tons, or fourteen tons altogether. 
It is stated that during the last few years the donor of the 


fountain has contributed more than £40,000 to colleges and schools, '

to other benevolent institutions in India, including a general 
hospital at Surat, an ophthalmic hospital in Bombay, and a 
lunatic asylum at Scinde.

REJOICINGS AT CHRISTIANIA, 
ON THE MARRIAGE OF THE CROWN PRINCE OF DENMARK 
WITH PRINCESS LOUISA OF SWEDEN. 
It has been announced in previous Numbers that the Royal 
marriage which recently took place between the houses of 
Denmark and Sweden was celebrated with great festivitics 
ee Denmark = in Sweden and Norway. 

e mass of the le in Norway being r, popular 
fétes are usually cagunioedl by cubondytien emenethe ‘wealthier 
few, so that the admission to the general public may be put at 
some trifling figure, within the reach of all but the very poor ; 
and to these latter the benefits are sometimes extended, in the 
form of a gratuitous dinner or supper, supplied at some con- 
venient point. The féte at Christiania—of which we give two 
Illustrations, from sketches by Mr. W. B. Thelwall—being in 
honour of so important a national event asthe marriage of the 
Crown Princess of Sweden and Norway to the future King of 
the other branch of the Scandinavian family, Denmark, took 
the double form of féte and supper; and, all classes having 
entered into it with the hearty simplicity which characterises 
this still primitive people, it was carried out with the 
greatest success, in spite of some drawbacks of weather. The 
spot chosen for the entertainment was a lovely peninsula—of 
boldly-undulating ground, rocky, finely timbered, and laid 
out with a labyrinth of winding walks—which juts out into 
the beautiful Christiania Fjord, about two English miles from 
the city. On it, overlooking the bay, the town, and the whole 
fine panorama of hill and water of which it is the centre, stands 
the tower of Oscarshall, well known to all who have visited 
Christiania. One mark (10}d.) purchased, for all who chose, 
the little brass pin ornamented with a little bow of red ribbon, 
which, pinned to the breast, takes here the place of tickets, 
and entitled the bearer to passage by steamer across the bay, 
as well as admission to the féte. With the exception 
of some few spots reserved for subscribers, everyone 
had free access everywhere; and, scattered about 
under the trees and on the lawns, were refreshment-tents, 
where all the usual Norwegian dainties were obtainable. 
Norwegian dainties are cheap; but a thin slice of Dutch 
cheese or hard-boiled egg on a thin slice of buttered rye 
bread will excite no envy in a hungry Englishman, while it 
is positively tantalising to sit down to a nicely-cut piece of 
meat, with the knowledge that, though you indeed have the 
solid before you, some one else is or has been consuming all 
the strength of itimn the form of soup.

The well-to-do are inno- 
cent of “the latest fashion,’’ and their dress is remarkable 
rather for its taste and material than its style; while the total 
absence of tawdry finery and flaming colours, joined to their 
graceful figures and freedom of limb, make their poorer sisters 
almost their rivals in attractiveness. Some bands of students 
and choral unions marched about in semi-military array, 
collecting in groups and singing Scandinavian airs, winding 
up the evening with a circular dance, holding hands, amidst 
much cheering and laughter. These people use our own 
‘“*Hurrah,’’ though it scarcely sounds like an English cheer; but 
the frequent strains of our dear National Anthem constantly 
reminded one of home. The féte began at two p.m. and closed, 
with a fine display of fireworks, at eleven o'clock. The free 
supper to the poor was supplied within the city itself. 
he illumination of Oscarshall, seen from the water, with the 
varying effects of red, green, and white portfires strongly thrown 
upon it, was, perhaps, the prettiest thing in the entire display.

liabilities of the company, the shareholders had 
reaped the advantage of it, and must be held 
responsible.

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THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE 
WESLEYAN CONFERENCE. 


At the opening of the Wesleyan 
Methodist Conference, at Hull, 
on Thursday week, the Rey. 
Frederick J. Jobson, D.D., was 
elected president of the Con- 
ference p mem the twelvemonth 
ensuing, and received from Mr. 
Hall, the retiring president, the 
official seal of the Conference, 
and John Wesley’s pocket Bible. 
Dr. Jobson was born at Lincoln, 
in 1812; and, having received a 
= education, was articled to 
earn the profession of an archi- 
tect, with Mr. Willson, F.8.A., 
of Lincoln. While living under 
his master’s roof Mr. Jobson 
received much literary instruction 
from the Roman Catholic clergy 
who uented Mr. Willson’s 
house. But he remained a Pro- 
testant, and entered the Wesleyan 
ministry in 1834. From that 
time to this he has been untiring 
in his services to the Church of 
his choice. He has been stationed 
in some of the most important 
circuits in the Methodist Con- 
nection, including the First 
London, First Leeds, Fifth Man- 
chester, and Bradford Circuits. 
He was also appointed by the 
Conference to visit the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of America, in 
company with Dr. Hannah. 
While in America he expressed 
his humane sympathies with the 
negro race, and declined to be 
separated from them either in 
travelling or at the table. It was 
from one of the American uni- 
versities that he received the 
degree of D.D. Dr. Jobson has 
filled some of the most important 
offices in Methodism. e has 
been officially connected with 
chapel building, the schools for 
ministers’ sons, the Theological 
Institution, the Relief and Ex- 
tension Funds, and day-school 
education ; and he is now clerical 
treasurer for the Foreign Mission- 
ary Society. Dr. Jobson has 
mblished several works which 
ave attained success in Methodist 
literature ; among his other works 
are ‘ Australia, with Notes by 
the Way;"’ “‘A Mother’s Por- 
trait,’ and “‘A Tribute to the 
Memory of Dr. Bunting.’’

OPENING OF 
FINSBURY PARK. 


Finsbury Park was formally 
opened to the public last Satur- 
day afternoon by Sir John 
Thwaites, Chairman of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works. 
The ceremonial was of a simple 
character, and the spectators were 
comparatively few. At three 
o’clock a procession was formed, 
composed of vest en, school- 
boys, the 39th Middlesex Volun- 
teers, the Stoke Newington Rifles, 
and Sir John Thwaites and several 
of his colleagues. A circuit of 
the park having been made, the 
processionists marched to a spot 
upon which a rude platform had 
been erected, and from this Sir 
John Thwaites declared the park 
open “in perpetuity.’’ The 
volunteer bands then played the 
National Anthem, after which 
the admission of the public was 
signalised by the firing of twenty- 
one maroons. The next part of 
the programme was a brief ad- 
dress by Sir John Thwaites; Mr. 
Sheriff Cotton then offered a few 
remarks, the National Anthem 
was played a second time, and 
the ceremony was brought to a 
close. 

The Act sanctioning the for- 
mation of this park was passed so 
far back as 1857. The site is 
what was formerly known as 
Hornsey-wood, which is asso- 
ciated with many interesting 
events in the history of North 
London. It commands a view 
of Wood-green, Highgate, the 
Green-lanes, and other suburban 
retreats. The ground has a gentle 
southern slope from Highgate on 
the west and towards Stoke New- 
ington on the east, and is skirted 
on the south by the Seven Sisters- 
road, and on the east by the 
ey The Great Northern 

ailway bounds it by a cutting 
and embankment on the western 
side, and latterly the London, 
Edgware, and Highgate Railway 
has been made, with a station 
adjoining the park. The area 
is about 120 acres. There are 
several pleasant walks and drives, 
and in the centre of the park a 
trench has been cut, into which 
water will be brought from the 
New River, and in this way a 
pretty artificial lake will be added 
to the other attractions. The 
cost of the freehold land was 
about £472 per acre. The funds 
were princi raised by a loan, 
in 1864, of £50,000, at 44 per 
cent, for thirty years, and £43,000 
borrowed on de ture, in 1868.

NATIONAL ARTILLERY ASSOCIATION. 


The fifth annual prize meeting of the National Artillery Association, 
at Shoeburyness, was brought to a close, on Saturday last, by the 
distribution of prizes, by Prince Teck. At ten o'clock in the 
morning the Prince, by the invitation of the Commandant of the 
School of Gunnery, went over the batteries to witness some experi- 
ments. In the first instance he was shown some shooting with the 
new small brass guns intended for India. At 1250 yards many 
bullets were thrown through a target placed at sea, and these con- 
secutively. Then the life-saving rocket was thrown about 600 
yards; and, finally, the Woolwich 12-inch gun fired a 500Ib. 

rojectile, with 50 lb. of powder, through a target at 2000 yards. 

eanwhile the troops were paraded, and an elegant platform had 
been erected in the Government grounds. On this the Messrs. 
Elkington’s beautifully-finished cups for the prizes were ranged. 

His Royal Highness was attended by Calonel Elwyn, Colonel 
Chermside, Captain Woolfe, the Brigade-Major of the School 
of Gunnery, and other gentlemen of the Royal Artillery, and 
was received by the troops with a royal salute. He then 
took his position on the platform, where he was received by the 
council. Colonel Harcourt, president of the council, acknowledged, 
in opening the penne the great services the association had 
received from the Royal Artillery, every one of that excellent force, 
from the commandant to the gunners, rendering hearty assistance. 
He made other acknowledgments, and passed on to say that what- 
ever faults there might be in the marking would be corrected next 
year. The gallant Colonel concluded by praising the soldier me | 
whose mode of cooking he pronoun to be excellent. Colone 
Elwyn then addressed the volunteers, and expressed his great 
satisfaction at the manner in which they had conducted themselves. 
Colonel Chermside, as camp commandant of the volunteers who 
had assembled, expressed his entire satisfaction at the manner in 
which the duties in camp had been carried out and his approbation 
of the conduct and bearing of the force.

ing enemies in all directions. At a rapid pace = sped along the 
valley, and the two parties, setting their horses at a full gallop, closed in 
uponthem.

In a moment these fell to the ground helpless, with the bolas firm] 
twisted round their hind legs; the dogs instantly seized th: an 
the Indians, dismounting, ished the work with their long unt- 
ing-knives. Three guanacoes were captured, two of the Indians 
not getting within range. After a short search for ostriches, with- 
out success, the party returned to camp. 

The guanaco (Auchenia guanaco) is ~o= by many to be the 
wild stock from which the true llama is derived. This animal is 
found in all parts of the Andes, from the Strait of Magellan to the 
north of Peru. In the southern districts the guanacoes live ay 
in considerable herds upon the desert plains of Patagonia; but in 
Peru they inhabit the mountains, and are rarely seen to collect in 

ter numbers than seven. They stand rather more than 3 ft. 
figh at the shoulder; and the neck, which is often carried upright, 
the head at a height of nearly 5ft. from the ground. They 
are of a pale reddish-brown colour, and covered with hair, 
which, however, is not so long as that of the domesticated llama. 
When taken young they may be tamed, but always retain a ten- 
dency to return to the wild state; they are also bolder than the 
domestic llama, and will attack strangers by striking at 
them with their knees. They are principally sought after for the 
sake of their skin and flesh. In every respect, however, the guanaco 
is a far less important animal than the true a. There is a fine 
specimen in the Zoological Society’s Gardens, Regent’s Park. 

Our Illustration is one of a series of sketches by Mr. F. L.

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CROMWELL HOUSE, HIGHGATE. 


The fine old red brick mansion called 
Cromwell House, on Highgate-hill, has re- 
cently been opened as a Hospital for Con- 
valescent Children in connection with the 
Children’s Hospital in Great Ormond-street, 
Bloomsbury. It is called Cromwell House be- 
cause the Lord Protector of the Commonwealth 
built it, rather than from his having lived 
there, forthere is noevidence of his having paid 
it more than occasional visits. It is said to 
have been built by him, in the year 1630, for 
the residence of General Ireton, who had 
married Bridget Cromwell. Prickett, in his 
“History of Highgate,’’ says, ‘‘ Cromwell 
House was evidently built and internally orna- 
mented in accordance with the taste of its 
military occupant. The staircase, which is of 
handsome proportions, is richly decorated 
with carved oak figures, supposed to be of 
persons in the General's army in their cos- 
tume, and the balustrades filled in with devices 
emblematical of warfare. On the ceiling of 
the drawing-room are the arms of General 
Ireton. This and the other ceilings of the 
principal apartments are enriched in con- 
formity with the fashion of those days. This 
rtion of the noble rooms, as well as the 
wrickwork in front, well deserves the notice 
and study of the antiquary and the architect. 
From the platform on the top of the mansion 
may be seen a perfect panorama of the sur- 
rounding country.’”’ The oak figures referred 
to stand on the posts at each angle of the 
staircase; they are statuettes of about a foot 
high, and are of considerable merit. 

The house required scarcely any alteration 
to adapt it to the purposes of a convalescent 
hospital; nearly all the rooms remain as they 
were in Ireton’s day. The committee of the 
Children’s Hospital were seeking a place 
where the children might gain, in the pure 
air of the country, that invigorated health 
which is so often still wanting even when 
medical skill and tender nursing have done 
their best. In Cromwell House all that could 
be desired has been found : a situation 400 ft. 
above the level of the city, spacious rooms, 
with a large garden and green fields around 
still unencroached upon by humau habita- 
tion. Arrangements have been made for the 
reception of fifty-six children. Twenty con- 
valescent children were admitted on June 28; 
and it is expected that the rooms for the re- 
maining beds will be completed before the 
close of the autumn. ‘he convalescent 
children are to remain a month at the home, 
and the twenty beds now provided will 
receive during the year from 250 to 300 chil- 
dren, all of whom will have been patients at 
the Great Ormond-street hospital. 

The wards for the thirty-six beds that 
remain to be opened are for cases of a more 
chronic character. Anyone who has visited 
the hospital must have seen little suffering 
children lying in the cots where they have 
lain for weeks or months, and would have to lie for weeks or 
months longer, suffering from diseases of the joints or — and 
for whom surgical skill could do no more than place them in a 
suitable posture, and to leave them to wait for nature’s slow mode 
of cure.

FAIRLIE’S STEAM-CARRIAGE. 


On several occasions the principles of the 
double-bogie engines and light carriages for 
railways, advocated and developed with so 
much perseverance by Mr. Fairlie, have been 
favourably criticised ; and recently there was 
a successful pablic exhibition of a light steam- 
carriage for branch lines and lines of small 
traffic. The length of the carriage is 43 ft., 
including a compartment for the guard; the 
engine, carriage, and framing complete 
weighs, exclusive of passengers, 134 tons; and 
including its load of sixty-six ngers (six- 
teen first-class and fifty second), only 184 tons. 
When entirely completed it will have a broad 
step or platform on each side, extending its 
entire length, and protected by a hand-rai 
to enable the guard to pass completely roun: 
the train. Passengers can also pass along 
it to the guard, affording thus an easy means 
of intercommunication. The engine, running 
on two pairs of small wheels close together, 
so as to give the smallest amount of wheel 
base, forms one bogie, or platform, upon 
which the front part of the passenger-carriage 
is supported and pivoted, this carriage 
having another bogie or platform, to which 
it is also pivoted, supporting its rear 
end. There is thus a large freedom 
of motion, and it was astonishing to wit- 
ness the speed and grace with which this 
long body was swung at more than eighteen 
miles an hour round curves of only 40ft. 
upon an oval line of rails under 200 yards in 
circumference, laid down in a garden attached 
to the Hatcham Ironworks. Mr. Samuel— 
the pioneer of light engines and rolling-stock— 
had many years ago a small engine- i 
running with great success upon the Great 
Eastern Railway; and numbers. well re- 
member the Express. Mr. Fairlie himself 
has built an engine for the narrowest gauge 
posnene railway in existence worked by

before has the world seen a railway carriage 
of such large dimensions with sixty-six pas- 
sengers spun round at railway pace in a 
metropolitan plot of ground of less than 
three quarters of an acre. From accidental 
circumstances the present carriage is not of 
the standard dimensions proposed by that 
engineer—namely, a carriage with two first- 
class compartments to seat sixteen persons, 
three second-class for thirty, and four 
and a half third-class compartments to seat fifty-four—in all one 
hundred passengers.

STATUES OF THE EARL OF DERBY 
AND MR. MAYER, F.S.A. 


These statues have just been added to the series of statues 
of local celebrities erected, or proposed to be erected, in St. 
George’s Hall, a pa Six are already placed, and there 
are niches for sev more, The series will shortly be further 
augmented by the addition of the statue of Mr. G me, by 
Mr. Acton Adams, which was in the Royal Academy Exhibi- 
tion just closed. 

The statue of the Earl of Derby was ordered by the 
Town » of ees ars as ee od mone md 
Liti ignificance, but simply to recognise the long-existi 
_eaeien of the house of Stanley with the town, oat 
especially the interest which the _— Lord Derby has 
always taken in the development of the trade and commerce of 
the port. The figure, which is of Carrara marble, and about 
seven feet high, represents the noble Earl in his robes as 
a Knight of the Garter, and as addressing the House of Lords. 
The right hand is slightly raised, as if to give effect to some 
sentiment he is sup to be uttering, whilst the left hand 
grasps a scroll. It was intended that the countenance should 
represent the noble Earl as in his more active days of political 
life, particularly when animated by the excitement of debate. 
According to the Liverpool Mercury, Mr. Theed, the sculptor, 
has executed his task to the satisfacticn of the Stanley i 
doubtless, therefore, the artist has succeeded as regards the 

rtraiture. ‘In the pose dignity and grace combine to prq- 

uce an air of nobility, without any trace of formality or 
pride.’’ The robes and insignia of the order are wrought 
with that elaborate care which distinguishes other works by 
this well-known sculptor.

Suppose we 
first overhaul a London a ee The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has greatly alleviated the long-bemoaned lot of the cabmen, the 
portion of the so-called working class (and cabmen do work) which 
is brought into contact with the educated class. The taxation 
which has been so much ———s and assigned as the reason 
why our cabs and their drivers are so inferior, has been much 
lightened, and therefore we have a right to look for reforms. I, 
for one, do not believe that we shall have any, until the whole 
system is placed under much more stringent surveillance. While 
dirty, ramshackle cabs, wretched horses, and brutal drivers are 
allowed to infest the streets, they will do so; and, so far as I can 
see, the alleged i tion which it is said that these public vehicles 
undergo is moonshine. I appeal to all riders in cabs whether three 
out of every four are decently clean and keep out wind and rain ; 
whether the incessant flagellation of the animals, and the still more 
cruel and spiteful sawing with the bit, do not make it a penance to 
the traveller to sit behind a fellow whose arms are constantly 
working torture. To say what the majority of the cab- 
men are is certainly ess; let unprotected females, pro- 
vincials, foreigners, state their opinion. If we are now to expect 
improvement, it will not be e through wy ee eae of cab- 
men’s consciences. I should be glad to know that the police mean 
to be in wr —_ a up our minds ry rid of 
sun rejudices about the right of every man to get his living in 
me that is not catminal. There are at least a thousand too 
many cabs in London. I mention a given number on the strength 
of having made it a habit to ask the men questions about their 
earnings; and, though they may not on occasion be very credible 
witnesses, I have made my inquiry when they had nothing to gain 
by telling me falsehoods—that is, after my fare had been paid. 
Nearly all declare that they are killing one another. Moreover, we 
can see for ourselves that the supply vastly exceeds the demand. 
There ought to be a limit to the number of licenses issued, and 
licenses should be withdrawn, with as little harshness as ible, 
from men against whom charges have been maintained by the police 
or the public. That would be one important step towards reform. 
It is so simple and straightforward, that we shall, of course, be told 
that it is impracticable. 





A second step would be an attempt to improve the character of 
the drivers. I do not mean to say that you want a fine gentleman 
on the box, who is to stop to invite your attention, if he thinks you 
a stranger, to any objects of interest along the road, and to indicate 
their esthetic merits; but equally we do not desiderate a coarse, 
repellan disagreeable brute. e want a decent tradesman, who 
civilly you so many yards of riding at a fixed price. We also 
want a man who knows his way, or, if he happens not to know it, 
will instead of driving at random until his fare discovers the 
bl g and is obliged to make his own inquiries. No cabman 
will ask his way if he can help it; and when he cannot help it, 
under the pressure of your remonstrances, he asks in a hang-dog, 
apologetic way, and scarcely listens to the instruction. Then, there 
is another count in the indictment. In old — within my recol- 
lection, driving of any kind was considered rather a jolly, human- 
ising sort of work; drivers made way for one another, and there 
was o kind of fellowship among them. Now, there is nothin 
of the sort. o get in one another's way, to cause a block, a | 
generally to be ill-conditioned is the rule of the road; and if a 
cabman can at once en his fare and injure his rival's 
vehicle, as much happiness as he can derive from anything but 
cheating is secured to him. Of course there are many exceptions. 
I know several excellent ones; but that they are exceptions is 
my case. I do not suggest competitive examination, but some 
sort of standard should be fixed; and a man whose manner, 
voice, and language show that he is obviously a cad ought 
not to be licensed.

But wo may hope that satire like this and like that of 
Mr. Wilkie Collins in the ‘“‘ Moonstone,” will soon be in- 
applicable. The police are suddenly called to exhibit a higher 
kind of intelligence than has hitherto sufficed, or a least been 
endured. The Habitual Criminals Bill islaw. That law has been 
defined by the Home Secretary as a means of “ hunting down”’ 
confirmed ruffianism. That it has been passed by a reformed Par- 
liament is a proof that our new representatives are in earnest, for 
the Act strikes directly at the cherished old bit of true English 
cant which holds that every man is to be believed innocent until he 
is proved guilty. The new Act declares in substance that thousands 
of men shall be presumed guilty unless they can prove themselves 
innocent. Heretofore crime has been too strong for old law—new 
machinery has been invented which it is hoped will be too strong 
for crime. The working of this machinery will be the business of 
the police and nobody else; and, if it fail, the nation will attribute 
the failure to the incapacity of officialism. But it would be unfair 
to believe that a Minister would ask Parliament for a fresh and 

power unless he meant to secure competent men to use it 
against the criminal. We may hope that it will succeed, but at all 
events this is gained—we have ‘‘ hunted down’’ a most mischievous 
piece of time-honoured nonsense, and other pieces will share its fate.

Researches in the Highlands of Turkey. By the Rev. Henry 
Fanshawe Tozer, M.A., F.R.G.S. With Map and Illustrations. 
(John Murray.) An egg is not more full of meat than these two 
volumes are of information. It is not, however, about Turks and 
Turkish matters so much as about Greeks and Greek matters that 


wonderful versatility ; but to find him “the 
most scrupulous honesty’’ is to experience a sensation similar to 
that which the author must have felt at a sudden shock of earth- 
quake. If an honest man is the noblest work of God, an 
honest Greek must surely be the rarest. And the keenest, 
according to an estimate cited by the author, must be an 
Armenian, for it has been calculated that it takes four 
Turks to cheat a Frank, two Franks to cheat a Greek, two Greeks 
to cheat a Jew, and six Jews to cheatan Armenian. The author 
is a scholar as wellas a thoughtful and observant traveller, and his 
volumes, have that inestimable charm which arises from 
the power of enhancing description by illustrative reference—by 
setting the beside the present, i adding the pleasures of 
memory to all other delights. Mother Ida—many-fountained Ida— 
and snowy wr and the yellow Scamanderare doubly attractive 
to him who, at the bare mention of the names, recalls some half- 
forgotten lines of Homer; for if the “‘ Iliad’’ be sneered at for being 
as old as the hills, it may be asked whether the hills are less grand, 
less lofty, less refreshing for their age. But it is not only ancient 
classical literature of which the author avails himself to give addi- 
tional attractions to his pages ; he is evidently well read in modern 
languages and modern a and mingles together most 
agreeably and instructively narrative, anecdote, impressions made 
upon his mind by personal observation and reflection, conclusions 
derived from extensive reading, specimens of folk-lore, and 
extracts from such authorities as he has consulted. To those 
whose education has given them a taste for philology and 
a ca ty for exp! the resemblances found amongst the 
P tales of various eager the author says about the 
eo- Hellenic dialect, about the Romaic ballads, and about modern 
Greek popular tales will, no doubt, appear a very valuable portion 
of his book. No one who has had anything to do with the better- 
educated Hellenes (as they are fond of bei i 
agree with what the author says of the “ 
erated of modern Greece is called to distinguish it 
m the vulgar Romaic,"’ or will be astonished at his saying, “‘ as 
to the younger Athenians, I really believe they would have ter 
difficulty in communicating with the Greek peasants in Turkey, 
and even in their own country, than — with a superficial 
knowledge of the language acquired in the mountain districts.’’ 
In fact, Parisian French and the patois of Jersey might as well be 
called one and the same language. 


The Malay Archipelago. By Alfred Russel Wallace. (Macmillan 
and Co.) ere are two volumes, full of instruction as well as of 
entertainment, and freely illustrated, which should find favour with 
readers in general, and ially with those who incline to the study 
of natural history. And to entomo more particularly, they 
are likely to be interesting. They r some resemblance to a 
charming book which was written some years ago by Mr. Bates, 
and was called “‘ The Naturalist on the Amazons,”’ of which it 
is pleasant to remark that their author makes due and honourable 
mention. Besides numerous maps, the two volumes contain quite 
fifty illustrations of a more than usually graphic character, indeed, 
some of them might be called sensatio: There is a representa- 
tion of a so-called flying frog, and it can be strongly recommended 
to who like to be haunted 7 diabolical images. There 
was a time, it is well kno when flying fish were considered a 
rarity ; and an anecdote is told about an incredulous old lady who 
had no difficulty in believing that her sailor-son had come across 
Pharaoh’s chariot during a cruise in the Red Sea, but shook her 
head disbelievingly at his tales of flying fish, What would her 
feelings have been had she read, “flying fish were numerous 
to-day’’? As to the flying frog, however, our author does not 
appear to have seen it fly or to have had stronger evidence upon 
the point than the word of a Chinaman, who may have been 
either as unimpeachable a witness as Confucius himself, 
or not more trustworthy than Ananias and Sapphira. Not that 
there is any intention here of insinuating that frogs do not fly; no 
astonishment or disbelief would be here if anybody chose 
to assert that ascertained fact had en away all irony from the 
words of the satirical dog who means to show his incredulity by 
a that “pigs might fly.” The world ought to be quite 
prepared by this time to see even Mr. Banting fly; and Mr. Home 
and the other spiritualists do float (do they not ?), which is next door 
to flying. The author divides the Archipelago into five — of 
islands, and the general description of each is follow by 
a chapter devoted to their na . It will give some idea 
of the immense storehouse of knowledge from which the author 
was able to fill his when it is stated that his collections 
amounted to 310 specimens of mammalia, 100 of reptiles, 8050 of 
birds, 7500 of shells, 13,100 of lepidoptera, 83,200 of coleoptera, and 
13,400 of other insects. From the orang-utan to the sand-fly and 
mosquito, no living thing seems to have escaped the author's 
notice.
